It saves the cultivators from the necessity of borrowing money from 
the village money-lenders at high rates of interest to pay rent; and the landlords 
and chiefs, who require a large quantity of grain for the use of their servants and ‘ 
animals, have not to purchase grain in the market at high rates. The petitioner 
need not have referred to the land disputes, which can best be settled by courts of 
law. As regards the rigour of the forest laws, the people have obviously ‘no désire 
to cut entire trees, including the roots. The Hindustdn is very much pleased with 
the terms in which Lord Lansdowne referred to the education of the young Mahi- 
raja and the growing prosperity of the State. In conclusion, the Hindustdn observes 
that thé inhabitants of Rewah are, rightly or wrongly, under the impression that they 
have grievances, and that therefore it would have been well if the Viceroy had made 
an independent inquiry, and not through the Political Agent. |
